STATE ATTORNEYS ARE UPSET 


4Jlaim Common Plea* Judge Has Over­ 
ruled the Supreme Court and Will 
Carry Up Exceptions Immediately. 
Representative Nye Repeats Confes­ 
sion, Corroborating Detective Si* 
ley and the Dictagraph. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 30. — The two 
•tate attorneys In the ('etoile bribery 
case are much exercised over a ruling 
of Judge Evans, who Is sitting In the 
case. 


According to the judge’s 
decision 
the state will not be permitted to show 
that accused legislators, particularly 
Senators Huffman and Cetone 
and 
Rodney J, Diegel, senate sergeant-at- 
arms, entered into a conspiracy imme­ 
diately after the bribery exposure to 
fix up a line of defense whereby they 
hoped to be able to combat prosecu­ 
tion successfully. 
The trouble started when the state 
Placed Senator William E. Haas of 
Delaware on the stand to testify as I 
to the talks Huffman, Cetone and Die­ 
gel had with him relative to going to 
Senator Huffman’s room at the Vir­ 
ginia hotel and preparing a defense. 
Because 
Senator Cetone 
did 
not 
mention Diegel’s name when Senator 
Haas says Cetone asked him if he 
were going to Huffman's room, counsel 
for the defense contended that there 
was no evidence of a conspiracy, as 
Senator Cetone might have wanted 
Senator TIaas to go to the hotel room 
to 
talk about the weather or any 
other 
subject having no connection 
with 
the 
bribery 
exposure. 
Judge 
Evans held with them. 
State attorneys contended that the 
•uprem e court had included Senator 
Cetone in its ruling on the question 
Just as much as it Included Senator 
Huffman, because 
the 
two 
solons’ 
nam es were used together jointly in 
the decision, which had referred to 
"them all” and, together with Diegel, 
as “all three.” 
The state also contended that Ce- 
tone’s question to Senator Haas, "Are 
you going down to Huffman’s room?” 
sufficiently implied that Senator Ce­ 
tone knew that Senator Haas 
had 
been acquainted with the purpose for 
which his presence was wanted. 
The 
•tate attorneys will carry up excep­ 
tions at once. 
Mye’s Testimony. 
Those who had 
expected 
Senator 
Cetone s counsel to give Representa­ 
tive George B. Nye of Pike county, 
Who recently confessed to having ac­ 
cepted a bribe from Burns detectives 
and that his annual legislative graft 
amounted to $10,000, a severe cross­ 
exam ination, were fooled. 
They did 
not attempt to cross-examine him on 
his testimony, but asked him if he 
Bad not confessed, and if the reason 
he was testifying for the state was 
because he had been promised immu­ 
n ity. 
Nye admitted he had expected

kept

ing a few minutes while he brush­ 
ed his hair. He seemed nervous when 
he took the stand. 
The direct exam­ 
ination was brief. 
He identified both

asked:

together

April 27?” 
Nye replied that he did 
end that It was In Sm iley’s room at 
the Chittenden hotel between 5 and 6 
o’clock. 
He said Cetone and Smiley 
were in the room when he arrived and 
that later Diegle and Huffman came 
In.

London, Nov, 30,— Two divisions of 
Turkish reserves surrendered to the 
Bulgar^ near til.- little village of War 
hamli, between the port of Dedeag 
hatch, oti the Aegean, and Peruetika, 
on the railroad line to the north, De- 
metika is bot a short distance south­ 
w est of Adrianople, around which the 
Bulgarian 
and 
Serb 
besiegers 
are 
steadily, tightening their lines. 
The 
announcement of the surrender of the 
Turkish troops cornea from Sofia. 
There is rejoicing in Belgrade over 
the fact that Pibra, the lust important 
town In Albania, lias fallen to Servian 
arms. 
The capture of Dibra and the 
peaceful occupation 
o f Durazzo, on 
the Adriatic, from which there may 
yet come fighting with Austria, pre­ 
sent the two contrasting character­ 
istics of the Turk’s fighting men in 
this war. 
At Dibra the troops were worn by 
t ays of hand-to-hand fighting. 
They 
had been beaten at Uskub, Salonica 
and M onastic 
They had seen their 
generals kill them selves on the field 
of battle and their officers flee, yet 
they could still fight rather than sur­ 
render when the Serbs came up to 
them at Dibra. 
At Durazzo, on the 
other hand, there was a fresh garri­ 
son, well provisioned, which surren- 
deed without firing a shot. The Serbs 
swaggered into the city and their gen- 
eral sent a telegram, a direct slap at 
Austria: "We now have occupied Du­ 
razzo for perpetuity,”

In the great northwest history has 
been largely made by a man almost 
unknown aa yet to song and ntory, 
the "man with the ax," 
known 
in 
everyday parlance as the lumberjack. 
In ttio fail j lint before winter sets 
In the lumbermen in the business cen­ 
ters send out their tote 
teams, 
ho 
called because they are used to trans­ 
fer the necessaries of life to the s« »>ne 
of the winter’s work. 
Thousands of men from the docks, 
the harvest fields 
from ever) where 
— follow these teams to the woods for 
the season. 
From the moment they 
Join until camp breaks 
up in 
the 
spring there Is hard, unrelenting work. 
The strictest discipline 
is 
main 
rained; the men are up at i o’clock In 
the morning and work until dark with 
the exception of the noon time stop for 
dinner. Lights are out every night at 
9 o’clock. 
Th e cook, a very Important person 
In the camp, with bin tuudstantsi, is 
first up in th«* morning, and one of the 
moat noticeable things about modern 
logging camps is the great change id 
the hill of fare, The noon day meal is 
usually prepared and carried out to 
where tho men are working to save 
time.

But it Is at Hie evening meal, when 
tile day’* work is finished, that the 
men are at their best; there they talk 
and la up;ti and enjoy themselves.

I i i every camp is a general supply 
store, where the men may procure (he 
necessaries of life 
No liquor in sold, 
as the rule against drinking is rigidly 
enforced 
Often men, 
craving 
the 
stimulant to which they are accus­ 
tomed, drink patent medicines In place 
of the forbidden whiskey, 
In the av era g e camp nearly every 
nationality Is represented. 
The fore­ 
man will tell you that he likes the 
Irish for bosses, the Germans, Swedes 
and Finns for hard work, while ho 
finds the men of the southern nations, 
the French and Italians, too light and 
erratic for the heavy work, besides 
being 
too Quarrelsome, 
Interfering 
with the discipline of camp life. 
Four-fifths of the men employed in 
lumber camps are Intemperate, it is 
said. The long enforced abstinence In 
tho winter b n f aggravates their crav­ 
ing for liquor, and in the spring when 
they arc released from tho discipline 
of camp life they hurry to the nearest 
town with their earnings. 
What hap­ 
pens then is often a very short story, 
omettrnes a bitterly tragic one.

these scissors for rubber and other 
slippery goods, the saw-toothed blade 
should be on the bottom to obtain the 
best results. Heavy rubber and pack­ 
ing can be cut with less effort, as it is

against the goods to prevent slipping. 
The same design of lower blade can 
be applied to plumbers’ and metal­ 
workers’ shears with a change in the 
relative positions of the holding and 
cutting blades.

goods, the edge will be left rough; 
but by reversing the shears, so that 
the saw teeth come on top, the edge 
Ss left just as clean as lf no teeth 
were used.

Mr. Moody of York, 
Maine, em 
ployed a similar device to awaken 
and mortify sleepers in meeting. 
He 
sh outed, “Fire! fire! fire!” And when 
the startled men jumped up, calling 
out, “Where?” he roared ba* k in turn 
"In the next world, ’for si*** ping sip 
liers!" 
During a visit to a church In Bur­ 
na. Sweden, Du Ch&illu saw in the 
pulpit, near the Bible, what resent 
bled a policeman’s club, at the end of 
which was a thick piece of leather, 
Thin had been used, until within a 
few years, to awake the sleepers, the

gone.

"Take some snuff, John.” 
"Put the snuff in the sermon, sir,” 
replied John.
